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Fire lieutenant 
demoted to firefighter

Lt. Joseph Lundergan, a Wil- 
mington firefighter for 16 years, 
has been found guilty of not 
following standard operating pro: 
cedure the night school 
committeeman Mitchell Spiris died 
and, subsequently, has been 
demoted to the rank of firefighter 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski, who acted as 
hearing officer at last Wednesday's 
four hour hearing, Lundergan did 
not respond "instantly" to Roll Call 
140 on January 24,1987; he failed 
to “properly supervise “the dis. 
patching duties of Firefighter 
Robert Anderson to insure a 
paramedic unit was called; he 
exercised poor judgment; and his 
conduct was "unbecoming a fire 
lieutenant” because of improper 
supervision of his men and poor 
judgment in the performance of his 
duties. 

The alleged violations were first 
broached by Lt. John Brown on 
January 26 and then alluded to ina 
memorandum to Fire Chief Dan 
Wandell. In that memorandum, 
Brown found fault.with the way 
Lundergan carried out his duties on 
the night in question and with 
Lundergan's failure to respond to 
an emergency call as quickly as 
possible. 

"Regardless of speculation con- 
cerning Mitch Spiris’ death, any 
chance for his survival was taken 
away,” asserted Brown, 

Letters were also sent to the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen by 
Spiris' daughter Suzi Cushing 
requesting an investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding Rol! 
Call 140. In her February 4th 
letter, Cushing maintained “some 
thirteen minutes elapsed between 
the call and the arrival of help. The 
time of thirteen minutes seems 
unacceptable considering the 
distance between the fire station 
and 6 Truman Road.” 

At Wednesday's hearing, Lunder 
gan went over the sequence of 
events on January 24. He said he 
was on duty from 6 p.m, to 8 a.m. 
when three successive ambulance 
requests came into the station: one 
at 11:19p.m. when Wilmington's 
first line ambulance was sent to 
Tewksbury; one at 11:28 p.m 
when Wilmington's rescue uuck 
and a North Reading ambulance 
was dispatched; and the one at 
11:33 p.m. to help Spiris, who 
Lundergan heard described as 


“incoherent” with white spots on 
his face. 
Lundergan said he asked 


Anderson to call for the Reading 
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ambulance and to contact Wil- 
mington police to provide an 
escort. When Anderson said he 
hadn't been successful in obtaining 
an escort, Lundergan said he gave 
instructions to have the Reading 
ambulance come to the Wilmington 
fire gtation, When it arrived, fire- 
fighter Richard Hughes escorted 
the ambulance to the Spiris home. 
Throughout the hearing, Town 
Counsel Alan Altman tried to 


reconstruct the detailed events of 
the night in question. At times, he 
was brought up short by Defense 
Counsel Dustin Alward, president 
of the Professional Firefighters 
Association of Massachusetts, and 
local union representative Neil 
Wassman, counsel for Lt. Brown 
who repeatedly urged Altman to 
state the charges and bring up only 
“relevant” matters 

The hearing was marked by 
antagonistic feelings between the 
three counsels, attempts to 
introduce "heresay” or second hand 
information, cries of "objection, 
and some confusion over the exact 
charges against the defendant 
There was a total of seven pieces of 
evidence introduced during the 
session and only one witness 
Chief Wandell -- called on behalf of 
the town 

In his presentation, Altman main 
tained Lundergan did not respond 
instantly to the Spiris call. He 
claimed Lundergan could have 
gone on the call himself since he 
had EMT training and an engine 
was available, Defense counsel said 
this would have left the station 
understaffed. Altman said Lunder 
gan should have made sure the 
police escort was called or he 
should have contacted the police 
himself. 

Under questioning, Lundergan 
admitted he coyld have responded 
to the third calf himself and arrived 
at Truman/Road ahead of the 
Reading ambulance.However, he 
added, hé did not know the 
emergency was life-threatening 
and, under department policy, if 
one ambulance isn't available you 
still have to call another. 

An aggressive Alward offered a 
convincing defense, claiming 
Lundergan used his best judgment 
and did indeed respond to the 
emergency by contacting Reading. 
He kept coming back to Section F-6 
of department rules which states 
that officers are authorized to deal 
with ,"exceptional or emergency 
conditions” at their own discretion,

Eames Street 
bridge reopens 


The Eames Street bridge in 
Wilmington reopened Wednesday 
morning, It now has a six-ton load 
limit. The bridge had been closed 
since Dec. 18 when it and the 
Butters Row bridge were hit by a 
trailer aboard a freight train 

The Butters Row bridge, mean- 
while, remains closed, Dick Wilson 
of Rep. Jim Miceli’s office sajd he 
hoped the work would be done in 
October or November, barring 
complications. He said that there is 
a lot of hostility between the MBTA 
and the Boston and Maine Railroad. 

The Butters Row bridge will go 
out for bid, with construction to 
take about three or four weeks. 
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Paul Rose of the Wilmington Auxilliary Police Department was on duty 
directing traffic at the intersection of Route 125 and Ballardvale Street on 
Tuesday morning. The job is a paid detail, with two firms in the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce picking up the cost. Under the new police contract, the 
pay is now $19 per hour with a four-hour minimum. The town also charges a 
ten percent administration fee. 


Traffic detail 


Industries balk at paying 
increased police detail charges

Representatives of two local 
industries, as well as Joan 
O'Rourke of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, appealed 
to Wilmington selectmen Monday 
for financial assistance in order to 
keep up with a 41 percent increase 
in traffic detail rates. Though 
auxiliary police used to get $13.50 
an hour, with the difficulty in 
filling the positions and an effort to 
be competitive with nearby towns, 
the rates were increased to a flat 
$19 an hour under the new police 
contract, which took effect July 1 

Bob Atkinson of Compugraphic 
and Dick Mitchell of Analog 
Devices say ten Wilmington 
companies presently pick up the 
full tab for officers’ salaries, 
which, at least for Compugraphic, 
comes out to $40 an hour for two 
officers at two intersections or 
$62,000 a year. In addition to 
salaries, the men said they also pay 
$114 a week in administrative fees 
to the Wilmington Police 
Department. 

Asking industry to pay for the 
traffic details, said Atkinson, is like 
charging tuition to send children to 
public school. In both cases, he 
maintained, taxes should be 
covering the costs. He claimed the 
whole issue is one of public safety 
and relieving traffic congestion and 
both the town and industry benefit 
from the use of auxiliary police. 

Also at issue with the officers, 
who direct traffic during employee 
rush hours, is the practice of paying 
them for a minimum of four hours 
even if they only average two hour 
shifts. 
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"There's an inequity. | would 
expect more money to do_more 
dangerous and more taxing duties,” 
said Atkinson. 

Selectman Michael McCoy took 
exception to this statement saying 
directing traffic at busy 
intersections is “one of the most 
hardest, dangerous” details, He 
suggested making a four hour shift 
mandatory to get full value for 
their money. 

Jim Stewart made a motion to 
share the cost with the companies. 
If a company presently hires two 
traffic officers, he suggested the 
town pay for one and the company 
pay for the other. Atkinson. was

pleased, stating this was the kind of 
response they were hoping to get 
He said he would bring this 
suggestion back to the other firms. 

Chairman Robert Cain put in a 
plug for a town traffic division 
which he felt might resolve the 
problem, in the long run. He told 
the visitors the town realizes its 
obligations with traffic such a 
major issue in town, However, he 
added, the problem continues to be 
the ability to pay the bill 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said he will discuss the adminis 
tration fee with the chief of police 
as that's not spelled out in the 
contract but is allowable by law.

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Officials review town center meeting

During an informal discussion at 
their meeting last week, members 
of the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA) met with Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski and 
Wilmington selectmen to review 
the joint meeting with DPW 
Commissioner Robert Tierney. 
WRA Chairman Jay Donovan 
said the “upshot” of the meeting 
was the state agreed to the town 
center feasibility study. The board 
now has six months to do the study 
and receive input from the town, he 
added. 
It was pointed out if the "bridge 
only” alternative (with no bypass 
road) is pursued, the Burlington 


Avenue Bridge would still be the 
same elevated size as that outlined 
in the state's current design and it 
would still cause a lot of disruption 
to the center of town. Some said 
that plan would address safety 
improvements but would not 
alleviate traffic congestion nor. take 
care of detours during the con- 
struction period. 

Selectman Michael McCoy said he 
remains strongly opposed to the 
current design. He was emphatic 
that, according to the DPW, any 
decision to go ahead with the 
project was in the hands of the 
board of selectmen.

Detective files suit 
against three men 


A half-million dollar lawsuit has 
been filed by a Wilmington 
narcotics detective, charging three 
Wilmington men with slander. 

Insp. William Mark Jepson 
charges in the suit that Thomas M. 
Brennan, Thomas C. Brennan and 
Mark V. Valente have publicly 
accused him of illegally using 
drugs 

Thomas M. Brennan is a former 
Wilmington police officer and the 
father of Thomas C. Brennan. The 
son is known as Chris. They both 
live at 15 Palmer Way, Wilming- 
ton. 

The suit charges that the elder 
Brennan in January, 1983 
telephoned a Middlesex County 
‘assistant district attorney, making 
untrue charges against Jepson. 

As a reult of this call, the suit 
charges, Jepson was investigated by 
state police for possible narcotics 
violations. 

The suit also charges Brennan 
with making similar accusations of 
Jepson at the police station in 1983. 


Jepson charges that in July 1983, 
Chris Brennan blocked Jepson's car 
with his own, then made statements 
about Jepson selling and using 
narcotics. 

Valente, according to the suit, 
also made statements about Jepson 
at the police station on April 23 of 
this year, 

As a result of these statements, 
Chief Bobby Stewart required Jep- 
son to take a urinalysis test on April 
30. The test was negative. 

The suit has three counts, one 
seeking a judgement of $250,000 
for the plaintiff being held in 
ridicule and scorn. A second count 
seeks $125,000 for interference 
with the contractural relations 
between Jepson and the police 
department, The third count seks 
another $125,000 for emotional 
distress. 

The suit was filed for Jepson in 
Middlesex Superior Court by 
Thomas Troy, a well-known 
attorney who at one time served on 
the Wilmington Police Department. 


Matt named director 
of redevelopment authority

Michael N. Matt of Winthrop, the 
current Executive Director of the 
Watertown Redevelopment Au- 
thority, has been chosen to fill the 
newly created position of Executive 
Director of the Wilmington Rede- 
velopment Authority (WRA). His 
responsibilities will include work 
on the feasibility study for town 
center, work to develop possible 
alternate plans, and applying for 
grants. Other duties will be spelled 
out in his contract, 

At last Thursday's WRA meeting, 
chairman Jay Donovan said Matt 
was “far and away" the most 
qualified of the four candidates 
who applied and "he will offer 
types of capabilities we need to 
bring on.” 

According to his resume, Matt 
has 25 years experience in rede- 
velopment projects and was 
responsible for the coordination of 
all phases of planning and develop- 
ment of the $60 million redevelop- 
ment program at Watertown 
Arsenal. He has also been the 
Executive Director of the New 
England Institute of Planning in 
Quincy, the project director for the 
Charlestown Urban Renewal Pro- 
ject for the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, and president of his own 
consulting business. 

WRA member Vaughn Surpre- 
nant made a motion giving 
Donovan the power to hire Matt as 
soon as possible since the next 
board meeting is in August and 
there are time limitations that have 
to be met. He also suggested the 
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authority advertise in local papers 
for citizens who wish to serve on an 
advisory task force. Task force 
members would review concerns of 
homeowners and business people in 
town center, come up with alternate 
plans for the town center bypass 
and bridge in conjunction with the 
WRA and the executive director, 
and offer constructive input. Any- 
one interested in serving on the 
advisory group should contact one 
of the members of the redevelop- 
ment authority.

Preliminary parking plans for the 
Ristuccia Exposition Center were 
discussed by the Wilmington 
Planning Board on Tuesday, July 
14. The plans were submitted by 
Joe Langone, a member of the Rink

Langone has. taken over the 
responsibility of seeing that the 
arena meets planning board 
specifications. 

Four hundred and thirty spaces 
are being planned, based on the 
seating capacity of 1130, An 
additional emergency access to the 
parking area is being planned 
behind the Hyundai building and 
close to the DeMoulas parking lot. 
It will not be accessible under 
ordinary conditions to automobiles, 
but will be a walkway to the arena. 

Screening must be provided to the 
back, where the arena abuts 
residential property, the planning 
board ruled.

The entrance to the "Hyundai" 
lot, which is apart from the 
exposition center, will be off the 
same driveway, according to the 
proposals. There will be lawn area

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Condo proposal 
still draws fire

Jay Tighe didn't get much of a 
chance to dwell on his by now 
familiar condominium proposal at 
Monday's selectmen meeting as 
questions were raised both on the 
Project's impact and the process 
which could allow it to go through. 
Tighe is proposing to build a 414 
unit project off Reed Street using a 
comprehensive permit. 

Neighbors from the Dorchester, 
Reed, Hopkins Street areas turned 
out in force and stayed despite the 
late hour to tell selectmen they 
were largely opposed to the project 
which they said would negatively 
impact, not only their neighbor- 
hoods, but the entire town as well. 

Those in attendance vented their 
anger and frustration and ap- 
plauded one resident who told 
Tighe "wo put this in your backyard. 
You wouldn't do it.” 

Tighe's attorney Carol Rolf told 
selectmen they sought the board’ 
cooperation to apply for CDAG 
grants to fund the sewer and other 
infrastructure. Tighe said he was 
optimistic about plans to sewer the 
site and to correct area water 
pressure problems by looping the 
water lines, Neighbors remained 
unconvinced. 

Tighe reiterated something he’s 
said at prior appearances before 
town boards: he hoped the town 
would be a friendly partner in the 
process and agree to negotiate. Carl 
Backman praised Tighe’s willing- 
ness to negotiate and observed he 
hadn't seen such willingness on the 
part of the town, All he ha 
several meetings was an "adver. 
sarial, contentious” attitude, he 
added. 

Several residents rose to object, 
saying they had asked Tighe if such 
things as access and sewer hookups 
were negotiable and he had wold 
them no, 

"You talk about negotiation.He 
doesn't want to be heard, He just 
wants people to give it to him,” 
claimed Judy Halley of Dorchester 
Street, 
“People say negotiate. Negotiate 
what?” asked Dennis Volpe. Volpe 
pointed out that though Tighe has 
listened to a number of concerns 
about his project, not once has he 
offered to meet residents “halfway” 
and reduce the density. Volpe then 
gave an impassioned speech con- 
cluding with a vow to work until 
the project is defeated. 

Dennis Poltrino, an inspector 
with the Environmental Protection 
Agency who also abuts the site, 
claimed EPA and DEQE are 
opposed to the project and would be 
willing to provide some expert help 
to the town 

Poltrino explained that there is an 
EPA edict which prohibits a 
developer from building on 
wetlands or putting a sewer line 
through wetlands if he ties in to a 
federally funded sewer line 
Poltrino said the Wilmington line is 
partially funded by federal monies. 
Poltrino also pointed out if the 
existing sewer main is 10 or 12 


inches, there would be a problem 
with discharge backing up. Tighe 
replied he would have his own 
calculations done. 

Linda Scifo of Hopkins Street 
asked selectmen to provide an 
outside attorney to help stop the 
project. Chairman Robert Cain said 
any funds should go toward the 
town’s own plans to develop 
affordable housing so the state 
would, hopefully, be convinced 
Wilmington is serious about this 
type of housing. 

After the meeting, several 
residents of Dorchester Street said 
they were considering hiring their 
own attorney. Others said they 
would continue to press the town to 
provide an expert on housing and 
environmental affairs 

Peter Pellegrini took exception to 
the fact that the developer is 
allowed to use state monies to fund

Selectmen continued to be sympa- 
thetic to neighbors and outspoken 
against a law which forces undesir- 
able projects on a community 

“All you people here are asking 
for is fairness. My sentiments are 
with you,” said Dan Ballou, who 
claimed the best use of the site is its 
present zoning R60. 

"It's kind of sad to have these 
developments shoved down our 
throats like this,” said Michael 
McCoy. 

Jim Stewart, who said he was as 
frustrated as others in the room, 
suggested they push to require an 
Environmental Impact Study be 
done on the site. He also said after 
the meeting Wilmington may join a 
regional committee made up of 
officials from Billerica, Tewks- 
bury, and other towns facing 
Chapter 774, The committee would 
address common concerns and 
invite Governor Michael Dukakis 
to hear the negative side of the 774 
law, 


More wetlands,

are wetlands. If the developer still 
sought to build the 414 units as 
originally proposed, this would 
increase the density of the 
remaining acreage to 18 units per 
acre. 
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Officials deplore abuse of Chapter 774

Chapter 774, a law which allows a 
developer to bypass town meeting 
to add to a town's affordable 
housing stock, was in the spotlight 
at Monday's meeting of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen. 
Most of the comments revealed a 
law that is being abused and used to 
negatively impact communities 
which would rather approach the 
affordable housing issue in a 
slower, more controlled way. 

"There's something wrong here; 
something really stinks,” said 
Selectman Jim Stewart as he went 
over several facts he uncovered in 
researching the law. 

To show “how well" 774 is 
working, Stewart said there are 
currently 200 towns in Massa- 
chusetts with no affordable units at 
all and only 23 communities in the 
state which meet the ten percent 
affordable housing goal of the state.

Stewart explained Wilmington has 
3.71 percent of its total housing 
stock, or 189 units, classified as 
affordable.

Frankly speaking

Once every ten years, the census requires various 
changes in legislative districts in Massachusetts, to 
compensate for population shifts which have occurred in 
the state. With the 1985 census long since compltted, both 
houses in the Legislature have had the task of examining 
population shifts which have resulted in the elimination of 
some districts and even the combination of others. 

‘The House of Representatives began their work just a few 
months ago. A redistricting committee was in charge of 
drafting the changes, which must be approved by both the 
House and Senate. ; 

Needless to say, a position on the redistricting committee 
is enviable. Rep. Jim Miceli of the Twentieth Middlesex 
was a member of the committee. According to Miceli, the 
criteria for redistricting was established early on, 
especially in light of court decisions, the most noted of 
these being the Boston Case. Accordingly, no district 
could exceed a population figure of 40,000. It should be 
kept in mind that there may only be 160 representative 
districts, as the membership of the House is limited to that 
number. = F 

For Wilmington and Tewksbury, redistricting will see 
things left as they have been. Miceli's district will continue 
to include all of Tewksbury, and all of Wilmington with 
the exception of precinct three, which is represented by 
Geoffrey Beckwith of Reading. This makes for a 
population in the Twentieth District of 38,949, which 
according to Miceli will now be the tenth largest state rep. 
district in the Commonwealth. The census lists the total 
state population as 5,746,440. 

When asked how he felt regarding Wilmington precinct 
three remaining outside of his district, Miceli said, I 
would have loved to have had it back, but it wasn't meant to 
be. Even now, we have one of the highest populations." 
So, the results of redistricting are mundane for our own 
area, though a bit more exciting elsewhere in 
Massachusetts, 

Representative Peter Vellucci’s Cambridge seat and Rep. 
Marie Howe's Somerville seat have been combined into 
one district. This will certainly foster an exciting political 
season in that area next year. And, in Dorchester, W. Paul 
White will see his rep. seat eliminated all together. White 
doesn't appear too concemed however, as he is believed by 
many to be a prospective candidate for the state senate. 

Additionally, the redistricting could be good news for 
the minority party in the House. Plymouth County and the 
Cape have both picked up one seat respectively, which 
could bring in additional republicans to the House 
considering the demographics of those two areas. 

All of this redistricting business could well be repeated 
sooner than another ten years. Rep. Miceli expressed 
concerns over the state census accuracy, and said there is 
some discussion to begin using the federal census instead, 
which would require another redistricting plan in 1992. 
However, none of this has been formally discussed on 
Beacon Hill Z 

The House Redistricting Committee was chaired by 
Representative Jim Brett. Chairing such a committee can 
be a dangerous position to be in, as there is great 
opportunity to make many of your colleagues unhappy. 
But that has not been the case this time around. Brett has 
overseen a redistricting plan which is being well accepted 
by the House membership. A formal vote on the proposal 
was taken on July 13, with only one vote in the negative. 
And, Brett can take heart in considering that the last person 
to chair the redistricting committee was George Keverian, 
who is now Speaker of the House.

ferry capsizes in typhoon Pie a rit

Twenty-two year old Monique 
Boudreau of Grace Drive was one 
of approximately 107 survivors 
when a ferry in the Philippines 
sunk over the weekend during a 
raging typhoon, The latest figures 
list nine known dead and 64 people 
still missing in the tragedy. 
According to her parents Rita and 
Donald Boudreau, their daughter 
has been a Peace Corps volunteer 
for the past year on the island of 
Siquijor.

preservers and swam approxi 
mately 12 hours covering a distance 
of 10 to 20 miles during their 
ordeal. Though her parents say 
Monique is a strong swimmer and a 
licensed scuba diver, the life 
preserver was credited with saving 
her life. All three Americans made 
it to an aid station on Siquijor 
where they were reportedly 
suffering from such after-effects as 
hypothermia, dehydration, and 
shock 

Until 9 a.m, Monday we did not 
know if she was dead or alive, 
her obviously exhausted mother. It 
was not until wo Filipino pilots 
volunteered to fly into the typhoon 
still blowing in Siquijor that there 
was confirmation that the young 
people were safe.

Back in the year 1899 a man 
named John D. Nutter was paid $25 
by the Wilmington Selectmen for 
the arrest of a man named Lewis 
Dow. 

The story is shown in a one line 
entry in the accounts of the Board 
of Selectmen. No explanation seems 
to be necessary. Presumably it was 
a well known story, in 1899. 
Everyone was expected to 
remember the circumstances. 

Wilmington did not have a police 
department in those days. Samuel 
R. Rice was the recently appointed 
Chief of Police, and elected 
Constable of Wilmington, He was 
also the janitor of the Town Hall. 

He had been Constable for several 
years, By trade he was a carpenter, 
and he lived in the house which 
stands in the westerly corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and Clark 
Street, 

It was the arrest of Lewis Dow, 
or else some type of local politics 
that made Sam Rice resign, on May 
11, 1899, as Constable, as Chief of 
Police, and as janitor of the town 
hall. Itseems to have been a sudden 
resignation, The reader can guess 
the cause, if he or she so desires. 

The Board of Selectmen 
appointed William E, Swain to be 
Constable and Chief of Police for 
one year, and then, a year later, 
reappointed Swain for a second 
year. This, in a sense, brought 
about a police department in 
Wilmington. 

Oh, there had been men who 
performed police duty before. In 
1898 M.T. Holt was reimbursed 
$2.50 because he bought a 
revolver, and then he was paid $3 
for performing police duty. G.H. 
Spaulding was also paid $5.00 for 
performing police duty while L.W. 
Thompson was paid $4.50 for 
buying a revolver, and 62 cents for 
buying a box of cartridges, but he 
was not paid for any police duty 

M.T. Holt, who had bought a 
revolver for $2.50 was the 
Postmaster, and a veteran of the 
Civil War. He had been a volunteer 
in the Fifteenth Regiment of

Infantry, Volunteers, State of 
Maine, He was a dapper little man, 
always well dressed, and he lived in 
the last house on Forest Street 
(today Kirk Street). The house is 
still to be seen, on its origipal site 

Holt served as Chief of Police for 
one year, and then the selectmen 
reappointed William E. Swain as 
chief. 

Swain, better known as Bill, was 
chief until 1912 

He was also Constable, and keeper 
of the lockup. 

The lockup was an iron cage in 
the Town Hall, (the building which 
is across from the Congregational 
Church). The town hall was 
generally unheated. As a 
consequence, if a person had to be 
kept in the lockup overnight he was 
generally taken to the Woburn 
Police Station. 

Warren Eames had been keeper 
of the lockup. NowKinstead, he 
became the janitor, the job that Sam 
Rice had lost, or from which he had 
resigned, 

Warren had had many positions

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Every morning early, extept 
Sunday about 20 wagons would 
leave the farm of Lawrence Swain, 
laden with cuts of meat. They were 
distinctive in appearance. To see a 
wagon like that was to know there 
was fresh meat for sale. 

The cattle had been slaughtered 
the evening before on the Swain 
farm, The meat was sold to 
housewives in suburban Boston and 
Lynn. This was, of course, before 
the days of refrigeration. Some 
people, only a few, had “ice 
boxes” in their homes 

Lawrence and Ellis were both 
policemen of Wilmington at some 
time or other, and both Bill and 
Ellis drove Wilmington meat 
wagons into the city, to sell fresh 
meat, for a half dozen years, at 
least. 

The late Harold Swain, who lived 
halfway between the home of 
Warren Eames and the Congre- 
gational parsonage was a son of 
Ellis Swain. 

The consensus of opinion, from 
those who knew the Swain family,

was that they were nice people. 
Bill, in 1901, had a department 
with seven men. Francis Nichols, 
Donald K. Colgate and John A. 
Taylor each received $2 for their 
services in 1901. Willie Taylor, 
from Chestnut Street, received 
$3.92. Ellis Swain received $4. 
Two others, Charles W. Moulton 
and Alvin C. Phelps received no 


pay. 

Bill, in 1901 received $35.59 for 
police duty, and was paid $44.03 in 
court fees. The entire cost to the 
town, for police in 1901 was less 
than $100. 

In that year three selectmen, 
James E. Kelley, Charles K. 
Sargent and Herbert N. Buck 
received, each, $150 as salary, as 
did the animal inspector, H. Allen 
Sheldon. 

Sheldon was the son of Asa G. 
Sheldon, he who wrote a book 
entitled "Wilmington Farmer.” H. 
Allen had been the president of the 
Farmers and Mechanics Club of 
Wilmington back about 1875, a 
society that sort of was a 
predecessor to the Grange. 

Sheldon had to be present every 
time cattle or swine were to be 
slaughtered in Wilmington. He had 
to inspect the meat. That meant, for 
him, work on nearly every day. 

But life was easy in Wilmington 
in those days. It was a town which 
consistently voted dry, whenever 
there was a question about the sale 
of liquor. 

In 1901 the vote on whether or 
not to grant licenses for the sale of 
liquor was Yes 26, No 109, blanks 
32 

{t was about that time that H. 
Allen Sheldon was paid $3 for 
cutting down the Whitefield Elm, 
and $10 for moving the town 
lockup. From whence it was 
moved, and to where, no one is 
certain 

Nothing really occured until 
1905, as far as the police 
department was concerned. In that 
year the town puid $7.06 for the 
installation of a telephone, 
presumably in the home of Bill 
Swain. Next year more telephones 
were ordered. The bill was 
increased to $25.72. By 1908 the 
police department appropriation 
had become $200 a year. 

In 1909 the town spent $13.75 to 
buy a uniform, and buttons, for the 
chief of police. Then an additional 
$4.40 was spent for a helmet and 
badges 

The chief now had a uniform, 
complete with helmet, to wear at 
the Memorial Day parades. 
Tradition seems to say the helmet 
was the kind that the London 
Bobbies wore. 

But that lasted only three years. 
Then Bill Swain became the chief 
of police of the Reading Police 
Department.

If you or your company does 
business under an assumed name, 
you must file a certificate with the 
town clerk in the town where you 
do business. 

A change in the law requiring the 
filing of business certificates makes 
it necessary to file once every four 
years. A filing used to be perma. 
nent, but the files were becoming 
filled with inactive certificates. 
Under the new law, the files will be 
purged. 

Any certificate filed prior to 
January 4, 1986 expired as of June 
30. A grace period is in effect until 
September 30. After that date, a 
business not filing a certificate can 
be subject to a $300 fine for each 
month the certificate is not filed. 

There is a $10 filing fee for each 
certificate. Changes, withdrawals 
or discontinuances must also be 
recorded, with a $5 filing fee.

At one point, Alward moved to 
dismiss the entire proceedings for 
lack of evidence saying none of the 
charges against his client were 
sustained under direct examination. 

Chief Wandell had conducted an 
investigation of the events sur- 
rounding Roll Call 140 and put 
those findings in an April 6 letter to 
Stapezynski. In his letter he stated 
that the reports he received from 
those involved in the incident were 
“inconsistent and make it difficult 
to determine who is being the most 
truthful.” 

Wandell wrote that he found "no 
negligent conduct but rather poor 
judgment by the officer in charge 
and the dispatcher.”Wandell did not 
ask for a demotion, a fact picked up 
by Alward, but instead recom- 
mended a quarterly evaluation of 
first line supervisors. 

Under questioning, Wandell 
insisted engine two should have 

responded to the emergency. When 
Alward asked where that was 
spelled out in department 
regulations, Wandell explained it 
had always been past practise and 
he thought his lieutenants would 
have had “enough sense"to see that 
that was done. 

Wandell went over the fire 
regulations which were reportedly 
violated by the defendant, Alward 
shot down each violation in turn 
with his own observations as 
Wandell claimed Lundergan’s 
conduct lowered the public's 
opinion of the Wilmington Fire 
Department. 

Lundergan now has the option of 
appealing Stapezynski's decision to 
the Civil Service Commission.

Hawks of all species are likewise 
more common now than they were 
ten years ago. While a hawk may 
strike terror to the hearts of 
chipmunks and rabbits, it certainly 
doesn't bother the sparrow. It’s 
particularly amusing to watch an 
adult hawk, with at least a 
three-foot wingspan, being battered 
and chased across the sky by a 
sparrow, probably because the 
predator came too close to the 
sparrow's nest. It almost looks like 
a fighter plane trying to bring 
down a bomber, and I've enjoyed 
the show at least three times in the 
last year alone. 

Yet another ess story is the 
peregrine falcon, which is now 
building nests in major U.S. cities, 
including Boston. 


Peregrines prefer to nest on the 
steep sides of cliffs, where they 
can’t be bothered by scavengers, 
but the steep vertical sides of hi-rise 
buildings seem to fit the bill, And 
the falcons, which only eat other 
birds, seem to be doing quite well 
on a diet of inner-city pigeons. 

Rumor has it that downtown 
pigeons now fly low to the ground 
and zigzag a lot. At last there's a 
safe answer to the pigeon problem 

So who should get the credit for 
the return of the birds? 

Simply put -- you! Hunting 
icense fees go in part toward 
buying up wildlife habitat, which 
includes nesting places for birds, 
but most of that funding goes to 
help the game species 

Besides hunting license fees, the 
Massachusetts state tax return has a 
box to check to help non-game 
wildlife, and people have been 
pouring millions into the coffers to 
help out non-game species. In fact, 
not long ago the state purchased a 
200-acre swamp in Tyngsboro, 
which happened to be the largest 
heron rookery in the Common 
wealth. 

So it's been your money, and-all 
of it voluntarily given, which has 
been primarily responsible for the 
return of birds to Massachusetts. 
To celebrate your victory, why not 
take a canoe trip down one of the 
local rivers -- like the Concord or 
Shawsheen -- to see how your 
investment has paid off.

An obscure anniversary is at 
hand. 

Three hundred years ago, 
with one signature, a cross 
mark and various little ciphers 
resembling pitchforks, a group 
of five local men and women 
with rather unlikely names 
signed away for all time any 
title to the lands of Reading. 

‘The going price was a small 
part of the sum of 16 pounds 
sterling. 

‘That was, of course, in 1687, a 
time when — granted ~ a pence 
went a lot further than it does 
today. 

The signers are not 


par- 
ticularly famous: David and 
Abigail Kunkshamooshaw, 


Cicely alias Su-George, and 
James and Mary Quonopohit 
The tract of iand involved in 
the conveyance deed was 
described in complicated 
fashion by lines running 
“betwixt Reading and Andover 
Oburne and Reading 


Charlestowne, Malden, Lynn, 
and Reading ... unto the line 
from Bride's Brook ... up to 
Reading” and so on. 

Of course not only lands were 
signed away for the “benefit 
and behoof"’ of the purchasers, 
their heirs and assigns forever. 

Whether the five local 
residents understood what they 
were signing away remains an 
open ~ if dead — question. 
American Indians, after all, had 
not by then conceived any real 
notion of the ownership of land. 

But in the white man’s tongue 
and mind at least, the deed 
conveyed the tract of land, 
including the present town of 
Reading, “together with all 
houses, edifices, buildings, 
lands, yards, orchards, gar- 
dens, méadows, marrishes, 
feedings, grounds, rocks, 
stones, beach Flats, pastures, 
commons, and commons of 
pasture.” 

And the mouthful doesn’t stop 
there — not even to catch breath 
but further transfers title to 


READING'S OLD SOUTH METHODIST CHURCH, 
whose predecessor was built in 1818 as Congregational 
Church, was purchased by Methodists in 1886.

all ‘‘woods, underwoods, 
swamps, waters, watercourses, 
damms, ponds, fishings, 
flowings, ways, easements, 
profits, privileges, rights, 
commodities, royaling, 
hereditaments and ap- 
purtenances whatsoever,” 

The so-called Indian Deed of 
Lynn and Reading, of course, 
was not the beginning, but 
rather the final seal of ad- 
ministrative legitimacy to a 
process “already begun, for 
Reading at least, half a century 
earlier. 

“The old town of ‘Redding,’ " 
according to local 19th-century 
historian Lilley Eaton, began to 
be settled in 1639, until which 
time “‘it had remained in almost 
primeval solitude."” 

The earliest settlers were 
probably all from among the 
early inhabitants of Lynn, 
according to Eaton, and in 1640, 
the General Court ordered that 
the territory ‘‘should be 
exempted from taxes as soon as 
seven houses should be built and 
seven families settled.”’ 

By 1644 the legislative terms 
had been met and the Court 
ordered that what had been 
known as “Lynn Village’ 
should be incorporated as a 
four-mile square tract called 
“Reading,’’ substantially 
comprising the present-day 
town of Reading and Wakefield 

Woburn historian Edward 
Johnson, whose contemporary 
(1640s) account was the first 
published history of New 
England, had something both 
intelligible and quaint to say of 


Reading 
“About the year 1645, the 
town of Reading had her 


foundation ‘stone laid; this and 
the town of Woburn were like, 
twins in the womb ... Reading 
thrusting forth the hand first, 
but her sister Woburn came 
first to the birth 

‘Reading is well watered, 
and situated about a great pond, 
besides it hath two mills, the 
one a Saw-Mill, the other a 
Corn-mill, which stand on two 
several streams; it hath not 
been so fruitful for children as 
her sister Woburn hath (but) 
they are well stocked with 
cattle 


Helping shelter homeless kids 


Neighbor Network is an 
emergency shelter program 
which 11-18. Shelter for 
youngsters is provided via 


short-term foster homes for a 
period not exceeding 45 days.

Three communities share 
video-classroom concept

Once there were 1019 students 
at North Reading High School; 
this year there are 703; in five 
years there will be 580 — 57 
percent of its capacity. Per 
centages for Lynnfield, 
Reading, and Wakefield are 
similar 

Echoing hallways, 
classrooms 


empty 
and the elimination 
of courses caused by the 
declining school enrollments 
you've heard about for years 
are reaching their peak 
Elementary schools are already 
closing, class sizes are 
shrinking, and the least senior 
teachers are being released 

Last year the high school 
populations of Lynnfield, North 
Reading, Reading, and 
Wakefield totaled 4100; and in 
less than five years, they will 
decline by one-third to 2700 — a 
decrease greater than the 
number of students now at 
tending Reading High, the 
largest of these schools; a loss 
of 1400 students. How can these 
schools continue to offer a wide 
selection of courses and 
maintain their quality? 

To answer that question, 
superintendents of the four 
towns Dr. Sally Dias of 
Lynnfield, Dr. Stephen Maio of 
Wakefield, Dr. Francis 
O'Donoghue of North Reading, 
and Dr. Robert Wells of 
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Reading — came together five 
years ago to create a plan. That 
plan recently resulted in a 
$17,902 educational technology 
grant from the Massachusetts 
Board of Education for a pilot 
program to produce what may 
be the first interactive video 
classroom system in a secon: 
dary school in New England 

“It began with the four of us, 
says Wells. “Two things came 
together at the same time: the 
panic of Proposition 2 ' and the 
declining enrollment that we 
were all experiencing. We got 
together informally over coffee 
and asked, ‘What can we do 
collectively that would permit 
us to save programs that might 
get lost?’ "’ 

They considered measures 
such as combining separate 
directors of art and music into 
one director of the humanities.

interactive television course 
involving a professor and five 
students in one classroom and 
15 students on another campus 
receiving that lesson and 
communicating with that 
professor. The possibility for 
such a set-up among schools in 
Lynnfield, North Reading, 
Reading, and Wakefield 
existed. However, such a 
collaborative effort would in- 
volve more than four superin- 
tendents sitting together over 
coffee. 

It would require extensive 
communication and com- 
Promise. on the part of four 
School committees and four 
communities. It would require 
four rival cable television 
companies with four different 
types of equipment to work 
together on a non-profit basis. 

The recent educational 
technology grant has provided 
the opportunity for a state-of- 
the-art pilot program; and 
because Continental and 
Warner Cables’ receivers are 
relatively close to each other in 
Reading and Wakefield, 
respectively, classrooms at 
Reading and Wakefield High 
were the first wired and will be 
the first to operate. Reading 
High media specialist Joe Cain 
says, “The key word here is 
‘interactive’ — this will not just 
be a library of tapes. The 
teacher at the teaching site will 
be able to speak to, listen to, 
respond to and question the 
student at the remote site in 
‘real time.’ And eventually, at 
multiple remote sites. We're 
going to simulate as closely as 
possible a real teacher in front 
of a class of real students.""

“Planning for Two-Way In- 
structional Television,"’ a 
workshop sponsored by the 
Center for Field Services and 
Studies at the University of 
Lowell. There they considered 
issues such as contingency 
plans for system failure, 
coordination of curricula, 
homework policies, training of 
students as camera assistants 
and, most crucial of all, 
adapting their teaching styles to 
the camera. 

Effective teaching in the 
electronic classroom is heavily 
dependent on effective mobility 
within the classroom, improved 
use of visuals, questioning 
techniques and response style, 
and a thorough understanding 
of equipment operation. Not to 
mention the topics of speaking 
up and appropriate student 
behavior. 

Although scheduling and 
content problems still exist, the 
rooms, the teachers, and the 
student volunteers are ready. 
Before the school year ended, 
English teacher Joann 
Cosentino broadcast a study 
skills course from Wakefield 
during lunch period. English 
teacher Ron Howland and his 
fifth period ‘‘American 
Literature of the '20’s and '30's" 
class broadcast from Reading 
to Wakefield. With science 
teacher Bob Bennett in 
Wakefield pulling the CATV 
companies together and 
working with Cain in Reading to 
perfect the technology, the first 
actual cable link was made 
and it worked! 

Lynnfield and North Reading 
are next. “We can finally stop 
talking and get out there aad 
make it all happen,” says Cain 
“Some odds and ends, meat and 
potato items are on their way 
We are in the middle of the 
shakedown period and we are 
stunned at how well the 
preliminary tests are going."’ 

The University of Lowell will 
remain involved. ‘Teachers 
from this area might eventually 
come to our little studios and 
take graduate courses without 
actually having to drive to 
Lowell,” says Wells. “Sooner or 
ater, the grand plan is to ex- 
pand this in a much larger 
way.” 


Communication, com- 
promise, and creativity among 
very different school systems 
and cable companies ......_9n 
enable at least four schools to 
continue to offer quality courses 
in specialized subjects to 
declining numbers of students. 
The “tremendous amount of 
cooperation” and the successful 
“networking” in this local pilot 
program make it clear that the 
electronic classroom is finally 
coming of age.

“dismissed,” ‘often with 30 
stripes of the whip. 

Less serious local offenses 
met with gentler penalties. 

In 1649 three Reading women 
(all married) were fined for 
scolding; Nicholas Pinion was 
fined for swearing? And Mat- 
thew Stanley, for winning the 
affections of John Tarbox's 
daughter without her Parents’ 
‘Consent — was fined five pounds. 

Reading's earliest set- 
tlements, according to Eaton, 
were established in what is now 
the town of Wakefield. Yet by 
the year 1651 the General Court 
saw fit to grant to the 
inhabitants of Reading “a 
certayne tract of land, about 
two miles content,” which is 
now the separate community of 
North Reading. 


Like many other area com- 
munities, then, Reading's 
colonial history is closely tied to 
the history of what are today 
separate towns. Most of the 
business of the town's early 
years — which consisted chiefly 
of the backbfeaking labor of 
clearing the wilderness and 
undergoing a rough and 
unadorned battle of survival in 
@ new, untamed land — does not 
appear in the historical record, 

Eaton's history of the early 
years consists primarily of 
interesting anecdotal abstracts 
from town records. 

Note is made of bounties on 
heads or pelts of wolves, she- 
bears and “sucking cubs.” Sale 
of liquor, to travelers or In- 
dians, is strictly regulated. 

In 1652, the town ordered 
“That the lottes that was to be 
laid out to be on the Woburn 
line, is to be laid out on the 
Playne ... and if the Playne will 
not be enough for all, the rest to 
be laid out in the Pine Playne at 
Dirty Breech meadow, and to 
begin at the hinder end next to 
the town." 

Other noteworthy events 
range from the 1655 ap- 
pointment of Robert Burnap to 
“keep the pound, and .., to have 
two pence for every head he 
turns the key upon,” to a 1656 
notation that Isaac Hart has 
been convicted of stealing hay. 

Within two years presumably 
the same Isaac Hart was ad- 
monished by the General Court 
for ‘‘evil and naughty speeches 
against the Court.”” 

As for the Court itself, it kept 
busy with — among other things 
- hanging the occasional witch 
or quaker and burning the oc- 
casional book in Boston Market- 
place. To the presumptive 
credit of Captain Richard 
Walker, the representative 
from Reading, he objected, 
along with five others, to a 1650 
book-burning at least. 

A decade later the Court 
ordered ‘“‘that hereafter,

The town of Reading, 
meanwhile, still including the 
Present boundaries of 
Wakefield and North Reading, 
involved jtself in less weighty 
matters for punishment, or- 
dering in 1662 “that no wom: 
maid nor boy nor gall shall si 
the south alley and east alley of 
the Meetinghouse, upon penalty 
of 12 pence for every day.” 

In 1673 the term ‘Wood End," 
as applied to what is now the 
Town of Reading, first appears 
in the town records. 

The town passed through 
King Philip's War, the Salem 
witchcraft hysteria of 1692-3 
(with four Reading women 
accused, imprisoned and 
acquitted). 

By 1711 the inhabitants of the 
north side of the Ipswich River 
were ready to be set off as a 
distinct parish, but failed in 
their petition. Two years later, 
the petition was granted and the 
distinct parish (now North 
Reading) was set off as the 
“North Precinct."’ 

But it would take more than 50 
years for “Wood End” itself to 
be incorporated as a separate 
parish ~ and a century of time, 
along with the galvanizing 
political effects of the War of 
1812 ~ to create out of the one- 
time district of Wood End the 
present-day Town of Reading.

With more land cleared for 


agriculture and urban 
development every day, wild 
places are becoming harder to 
find. But by sowing a crop of 
wild flowers, homeowners can 
transform their yards into 
blooming meadows that will 
attract birds and animals. 


In a recent article in National 


Wildlife magazine, author 
Laura Martin described how 
wild flower meadows are 
timeless windows on the natural 
world. Moreover, unlike the 
typical Kentucky bluegrass 
lawn, native plants are well 
Suited to their local climate and 
environmental conditions. As a 
result, wild flower meadows 
need little watering, an im-

Here are five basic steps that 
people can take to create a wild 
flower meadows: 

1. CHOOSING A SITE: Wild 
flowers need plenty of sunlight.

2. CHOOSING SEEDS AND 
PLANTS: Wild flowers native

best results. Plants from other 
regions or countries often do not 
adapt, or they adapt so well that 
they overtake native vegetation 
and become serious pests. 


Almost any wildflower 
meadow will attract birds, 
butterflies, and other wildlife. 
But specific animal species can 
be lured by planting the right 
kinds of wild flowers. 


Hummingbirds, for example, 
are attracted by Indian paint- 
brush and red penstemons. 
Insect-attracting flowers that 
grow near the boundary bet- 
ween meadow and woods are 
effective in luring kingbirds, 
great crested flycatchers, 
chickadees, and downy 
woodpeckers. Butterflies, in- 
cluding monarch and 
swallowtail, are attracted by 
milkweeds (including butterfly- 
weed and Joepye weed.) 


3 PLANTING THE 
MEADOW: In most parts of the 
country, people can seed in the 
spring or fall. In either case, 
proper soil preparation will 
save time and effort later on. 

4 MANAGING THE 
MEADOW: Like other seeds, 
wild flower seeds need water to 
germinate. After seeding, if 
rainfall is insufficient, water 
the area. The only major chore 
will be mowing the area to 
prevent trees and shrubs from 
invading and to help disperse 
seeds for the next growing 
season. 


5. RESEEDING THE AREA 
Theoretically, perennial wild 
flowers will grow and bloom 
year after year, and annuals 
will reseed themselves for a 
good show every year. In 
practice, however, it may 
sometimes be necessary to sow 
some annuals at the beginning 
of each season and divide the 
perennials as necessary 

The famous conservationist 
Aldo Leopold wrote of those 
people who can live without wild 
things and those people who 
cannot. For those who cannot, a 
meadow provides a wonderful 
Opportunity to bring the 
wilderness to our doorsteps.
